LONDON, Jan, 4—The Emperor and Empress of Austria-Hun- 
gary have sent a special emissary to the Vatican, urgently requesting 
the Pope to intervene for peace. 

News of this, received here tonight, caused a sensation, though it 
was scarcely unexpected. The desperate economic situation of Aus- 
tria, the revival of traditional Hapsburg antagonism to Prussia, and 
the imminence of the fall of the Tisza ministry, had led inner circles 
to believe the Emperor would make desperate attempts to secure 
peace, 

Even a separate peace between Austria and Italy 
something out of the wreckage of the dual monarchy, and the allies 
long have been prepared for some such move. 

Coupled with this comes a general understanding among allied 
diplomats that another German peace note, written in a minor key, is 
likely to arrive at any moment. Whether this note will be directed 
to neutral powers or to the belligerents is regarded as of little ac- 
count, especially as it is generally thought that President Wilson is

Homestead Rights, 


The Dominion government recent- 
ly announced that free homesteads 
would not hereafter be granted to 
aliens of enemy nationality. This, of 
course, applies to citizens of Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Turkey. Austria has citizens of 
many races. Amongst these are the 
Little Russians of Galicia and Buko- 
wina, sometimes spoken of as Ruth 
enians, By far the larger part of the 
Little Russian division of the Sla 
race resides in Russia and is of Rus- 
sian citizenship. Only a small part 
resides in Galicia and jukowina 
which are Austrian only by right oi 
conquest. Although the people of 
these portions of Austria are of enemy 


citizenship they are of Russian—th 
is allled—sympathy. There is, ther 
fore, not the sume reason for exelud 
ing them from homestead privileges 
as might be expected to exist in th 
ease ‘of Austrian citizens of Germai
